W hile Twenty-five Years Ago There 


Was Less Economy in the Prepara­ 


tion and Sale of Beef and the Price 


Was Lower— Kansas Solon's Words 


Crystallize Sentiment of Protest All

says Senator Joseph L. Bristow of 
Kansas. 


“ Meat foots up to a quarter of the 
average household 
expenses and It 
ought to be cheaper today Instead of 
dearer than it was twenty-five years 
ago, because of the greater economy 
In its preparation and sale. 
When I 
was a boy 25 per cent of the carcass 
went to waste. 
Now nothing goes lo 
waste, not even the blood.” 
Senator Bristow ’s words crystallize 
the sentiment of protest in all parts 
of the country against the higher cost 
of living. 
Thus far the movement, 
which first took form in an actual I oy- 
cott at Cleveland, lias met with most 
success in the West. 
The Bast has been slower to follow, 
influenced perhaps by a widespread 
feeling among small dealers and In

W aterways Commission Tells of Its 
Investigations. 


Washington, Jan. 24.— How to make 
the rivers of the country work is dis­ 
missed in a preliminary report, just 
made public, of the United States wa­ 
terways commission, of which 
Bred 
C. Stevens, representative from 
St. 
Paul, is a member. 
The commission, 
made up of seven United States sen­ 
ators and five members of the lower 
house, after an investigation of world 
waterways, which 
began 
March 
3. 
1909, makes deductions in this fash­ 
ion: 
That the decline in Inland water­ 
way 
transportation 
in 
the 
United 
States, which steadily continues, is 
traced to rail competition. 
That the essential requirement for 
rehabilitation of water traffic is the 
establishment of harmonious relations 
between the railroads and water lines. 
That 
an 
unbiased 
examination 
should he made of proposed improve­ 
ments “ of the nature now' required by 
statute” before any project is author­ 
ized by congress. 
That in the improvement of rivers 
and harbors sim ilarly situated, where 
equitable division is possible, cost be 
divided between the federal govern­ 
ment and minor political divisions. 
T hat water power rights he kept 
free from monopoly and 
that dam 
sites he surveyed 
and 
properly lo­ 
cated. 
The conclusions of the commission, 
with a few minor exceptions, were 
unanimous. 


Congressman 
Burleson Talks About 
High Prices. 


Washington, 
Jan . 
24.— That 
the 
present high price of butter is due to 
the exactions of what he termed the 
“ butter trust” and that the cost of 
this product to the consumer is main 
tained at its present level as a result 
of the law imposing a tax of IO cents a 
pound on oleomargerine were allega­ 
tions made before tho house commit­ 
tee on agriculture by Representative 
Burleson of Texts. 
Mr. Burleson appeared before the 
committee to ask that a date he set 
for a hearing on his bill, which fixes 
the internal revenue taxation on oleo 
at the rate of 2 cents a pound on both 
the colored and uncolored oleo, instead 
of IO cents on colored and a quarter of 
a cent on uncolored, as at present. 
His attack upon the existing oleo 
law was quite the warmest utterance 
that has been heard in a committee 
room of congress this session. 
He denied that his bill had the sup 
port of the big meat packers. 
As a 
matter of fact, he declared, the pack 
era controlled the "butter trust” and 
would be content if the law remained 
on the statute books undisturbed. Or 
ganized labor, he said, demanded a re­ 
duction in the tax on colored oleo. The 
Retail Dealers’ National association, 
cheniller of commerce throughout the 
United States, cattle associations in 
the W est and numerous other bodies 
demanded the passage of the bill, Mr. 
Burleson continued.

tion of the Ruling Party and the 


Knack He Has Exhibited in Com 


pelting the Aid of Both in His Fight 


for Redemption of Party Pledges. 


Washington, Jan. 24.— A ctivity, such 
as has possibly never before been dis­ 
played by committees so early in the 
first regular session of a congress, is 
now in evidence in both wings of the 
Capitol. 
Although there are practical­ 
ly three parties— the “ regular” Repub­ 
licans, 
the 
“ insurgent” 
Republicans 
and the Democrats— maneuvering for 
political advantage, there are signs on 
every hand that President Taft, by 
steering his characteristic “ middle of 
the road” course, is daily gaining sup­ 
porters for his legislative programme. 
The skill shown by the president in 
avoiding clashes with either faction of 
the ruling party and the knack he has 
exhibited in compelling the aid of both 
in his fight for the redemption of party 
pledges nas noticeably impressed the 
Democratic 
minority. 
In 
the 
house 
there are indications that the threat 
ened fusion of Democrats and “ insur­ 
gent” Republicans on several legisla­ 
tive questions is now' little feared by 
the majority. 
"T a ft is trying to beat the Demo­ 
crats out of any prospect of controlling 
the next house,” remarked a promi­ 
nent Democratic leader of the senate, 
speaking frankly to his colleagues of j 
both parties in a committee session 
considering an administration bill, 
"lf 
it was not for the way he is knocking 
Republican heads together and mak 
ing them fall into line for advanced 
legislation— Democratic legislation, if 
you please— we would get you fellows 
sure,” predicted this minority leader 
addressing the Republicans present.

TO WATCH A PLANT GROW.' 


Experiments to Show if It Can Be Re­ 
vealed by Moving Pictures. 
Dr. H enry LefTtnau of Philadelphia, I 
Inventor, chemist and physician, has 
become interested In moving pictures 
and now is experimenting in ids lab- j 
orate; ” to get a series of pictures of a 
growing plant covering a period of 
seven days, which, when thrown on 
the screen by the moving picture ma­ 
chine. will show the development of 
the plant from a bud until It Is full 
grown. 
B y reversing his string of 
pictures a fantastic picture of a full 
grown plant shriveling Into a small 
bud Is made. 
In his experiments Dr. I.effrnan Is 
trying to produce a picture of the 
workings of nature too slow for the 
human eye to catch. 
For this he is 
using the pictures of a growing plant. 
The other thing that Dr. LefTman is 
working for is to get individual pic­ 
tures of the workings of nature too 
rapid for the human eye to catch. 
For Instance, in watching an explosion 
the eye gets a composite picture of 
smoke nnd air filled with flying debris. I 
W ith his moving picture camera, which 
takes pictures at the rate of twelve in 
one second, Dr. LefTman is able to get 
the development of the explosion from j 
the first little puff of smoke until th** 
gases causing the trouble explode. B y I 
running these pictures in his machine i 
at tho usual rat** of speed the com­ 
posite picture that the eye sees is j 
shown. 
B y running his film slowly 
through the nmehlne each step In the I 
explosion, too rapid for the naked e y e ,, 
Is seen.
